He said his only Interest is living, that it takes him a thousand dollars s

and give* him a fsw enjoyments, end his interest is in making money, to moke this 
J pcsslbla. -" 1(5 bas ai opartment and wife and two kids.

1 explained was shorthand that should not be taken literally. lie made a hint 
about something happening to my files and switched ths t to a question*, did I 
have an office somewhere. I said in my home, but that if anything happened to 
it I still had two 3ets of duplicate files elsewhere. 

He asksd me how I do it and 1 told him the property - 1 own is worth 
much more than my indebtedness, ^a later returned to this property, asking me 
about it. He made notes on a Howard ohnson's card that wes on the table. ?rcm hhw

time we left the "lady jockey", szeept for the brief interval on my property, he 
3tuyed on one aspect of ths assassination or another, despite his expressed lack of

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Just before leaving, when he said ho had to go to get to the races, 
ha switched tha subject to the number of threats every President crust get. I went 
along, agreeing there are always many . Ho then aaid couldn’t one of those nuts 
have been responsible and nobody knew. I said possibly, 3 a to for the fact that 
no one men could have ionnit cad tha assassination. a a qsksi ho?/ this was and I 
said there was no question the President had been shot from at least tv/p directions. 

At one point ha .expressed an interest in reading ray unpub lijhsci work 
'pNj and I told hin that would be possible only if th£rs Has a serious possibility 
ha might make a serious effort to get them printed and that onywny, he was not 
interested, seamed to be afraid, and they were too '-hot'’ for hin. H e then dropped 
this. 

His ending on whether one nut could have done tha assassination end his 
earlier questions about ~iy opinion who did are consistent with an effort to learn 
what I do fc'liave and might, write, ere not consistent with his expressed disinter- 
est afcd may mean nothing. However, when I add the things up, including what might 
bappsn to my files, I cannot dismiss to? out -of hand. His carrying a smel 1 case 
with him, and into tha restaurant, when ha is on tha way to tha races, is ntt 
consistent with normal needs of recing fans. 

He said ha f d be in touch with me in 8-10 days, that he ai ght be eble 
to are *? sell my property for a horse form (which could be consistent with his 
interests and the tax break for an investor using tbs property in a low-tax 
meaner) H a asked whet lawyer 1 would handle this with 3nd itold him, giving 
him dauby* s address. 

It is difficult to 3ay this means anything, yot there are xincon- 
sistencies end a few of the things that seize attention. There is sometr. ing 
else I seem to feel about this, yet I can find no genuine basis. He i g a well- 
built, falr-complactsd man with dark brown heir thin and receeding and straight. 

* e has very dark bro'.Tn eyes they seem to glisten. He seems muscular, yet with 
the suggestion of o paunch. He is about 6 feefc, has a firm grip, and takes a 

lot og sugar in his coffee (lig..t).
